Harper asks rivals for input on economy as GG prorogues Parliament 



Prime Minister Stephen Harper announces that Gov. Gen. Michaelle Jean approved his recommendation to prorogue Parliament at 
Rideau Hall in Ottawa yesterday. Harper said he will deliver a budget the day after Parliament resumes, which will be on Jan. 26. 



Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper appealed to his po¬ 
litical rivals for economic 
advice to defuse their out¬ 
rage over the 
Conservative leader’s un¬ 
precedented shutdown of 
Parliament to avoid 
certain defeat. 

After an 80-minute meet¬ 
ing yesterday at Rideau 
Hall, Governor General 
Michaelle Jean granted 
Harper’s request to pro¬ 
rogue Parliament, sparing 
him from a confidence vote 
on Monday — and defeat 
for his Conservatives. 

The Conservative leader 
acknowledged the econom¬ 
ic demands of his political 
critics and promised the 
“first order of business” 
when Parliament resumes 
on Jan. 26 would be a budg¬ 
et the following day. 

But Harper’s invitation to 
the opposition parties to 
work together on the eco¬ 
nomic file did not appease 
the three party leaders, who 
say they remain ready to re¬ 
place his government with a 
Liberal-led coalition at the 
earliest opportunity. 

The NDP and Bloc vowed 
to defeat the Conservatives, 
even if it means waiting a 
few more weeks. 

“I cannot have confidence 
in the prime minister who 
would throw the locks on 
the door of this place know¬ 


ing that he’s about to lose a 
vote in the House of Com¬ 
mons. That’s denying about 
as fundamental a right as 
one has in a democracy,” 
NDP Leader Jack Layton said 
on Parliament Hill. 

But cracks began to ap¬ 
pear in the resolve of the 
Liberal party. 

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion condemned Harper’s 
tactical move to avoid de¬ 


feat, while at the same time 
he appeared willing to com¬ 
promise if Harper acts on 
their budget demands. 

“This is about replacing 
Stephen Harper unless he 
made a monumental 
change ... the challenge is 
monumental for him,” Dion 
said. “Nothing in what Mr. 
Harper said today will 
change our mind.” 

Harper adopted a more 


conciliatoiy tone than in the 
week since the crisis erupted 
over his government’s eco¬ 
nomic statement. 

Outside Rideau Hall, 
Harper called on the opposi¬ 
tion to “engage with the 
government,” citing Canadi¬ 
ans’ “frustration” at all po¬ 
litical parties for their fail¬ 
ure to work together on the 
economic crisis.

shot — 4

crime Halifax Regional Poli¬ 
ce have arrested four peop¬ 
le after Jimmy Melvin, Jr. 
was shot at a Cowie Hill ap¬ 
artment building yesterday. 

Emergency crews were 
called to an apartment at 
30 Ridgevalley Rd. at 5:50 
p.m., after a 26-year-old 
man was shot behind the 
apartment building. Offi¬ 
cers were in the area when 
the shots were fired, and 
found the victim in an 
apartment at the front of 
the building. He’d been 
shot in the abdomen, said 
Emergency Health Services 
spokesman Paul Maynard. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Jeff Carr said the victim — 
whose name he wouldn’t 
confirm — didn’t seem to 
have life-threatening 
injuries. 

This is the latest round in 
what police believe is a 
drug war that began in 
mid-November. On Nov. 18, 
three days after Melvin, Jr. 
was released from prison, 
his father, Jimmy Melvin, 
Sr., narrowly avoided being 
shot in the parking lot of 
Jessy’s Pizza on Herring 
Cove Road. Melvin, Sr. spe¬ 
nt nearly 11 years in prison 
for drug trafficking and as¬ 
saulting a peace officer, and 
was released in 2006. 

Melvin, Jr. arrived at the 
scene that day and told re¬ 
porters “there is no rats in 
the Melvin family.” 

On Nov. 19, someone 
shot Jason Hallett, one of 
Melvin, Jr.’s associates, in 
the wrist outside the IWK 
Health Centre. 

A Capital Health District 
Authority spokesman said 
Melvin, Jr. was undergoing 
treatment at press time. 

Carr said the suspects 
were arrested about an 
hour after the shooting.

Rodney MacDonald plans 
to invest in “one of the 
largest infrastructure pro¬ 
grams Nova Scotia has 
ever seen/’ all while stay¬ 
ing out of deficit. 

At his state-of-the- 
province address yesterday, 
MacDonald laid out his am¬ 
bitious spending plan — in¬ 
cluding three new P3 proj¬ 
ects — but vowed to stay 
out of deficit this year and 
next. 

Of course, something’s 
got to give. 

“We have a lot of difficult 
decisions to make,” he said. 

“That may mean defer¬ 
ring some things that we 
were planning on moving 
forward. Or it may mean 
taking a look with a veiy 
fine-toothed comb at each 
and eveiy expenditure that 
we’re making in eveiy de¬ 
partment.” 

MacDonald was shy on 
details yesterday, deferring 
to a planned economic up¬ 
date for Dec. 19. But he did 
name three P3 projects he’s 
targeting — new correction¬ 
al facilities in Antigonish 
and Cumberland counties, 
twinning Highway 104 


from Sutherlands River to 
the Canso Causeway, and 
for the trunk mobile-radio 
system used by police, fire 
fighters and first respon¬ 
ders. 

Later in a media scrum, 


MacDonald seemed to wig¬ 
gle away from the commit¬ 
ments, saying they were de¬ 
pendent on funding from 
the federal government and 
were at his discretion. 

He said the province 


needs “flexible” national 
funding to tackle its infra¬ 
structure deficit. 

Opposition leaders said 
MacDonald’s announce¬ 
ments were too vague to 
know what to think of 
them. 

“Until there’s more detail 
on what those proposals are 
going to look like, there 
wasn’t much meat on the 
announcement,” said NDP 
Leader Darrell Dexter. 


reaction Premier Rodney 
MacDonald said prorogu¬ 
ing the House of Commons 
will give stability. Opposi¬ 
tion leaders said the exact 
opposite. 

“It’s the right decision. 
We need to see things calm 
down in Ottawa. We need 
stability,” said MacDonald. 

What’s needed is some 
time for calmer heads to 
prevail.” 

MacDonald said MPs 
need to get back to work to 
help the provinces deal 
with the financial down¬ 
turn. 

But NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter said, “Unfortunate¬ 
ly, what this is going to do 
is maintain a sense of in¬ 
stability for the next 
month and a half or so. 

“It’s not going to be sta¬ 
bilizing at all. 

“If anything what it’s go¬ 
ing to do is inflame the 
fault lines that exist in 
Canada already.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the parties 
now need to work togeth¬ 
er. 

He said Harper needs to 
realize it is a minority gov¬ 
ernment, but all party lead¬ 
ers need to put their egos 
aside and get along.

And she thinks people 
will happily trade the 
hassle of car owner¬ 
ship for the cheaper, 
greener option she’s pro¬ 
posing. 

“There’s no worry 
about scratches, pumping 
gas, insurance,” Cooley 
said yesterday, at her busi¬ 
ness’ official launch. 

“A graduate student can 
get groceries ... a young 
businessman can drive 
himself to meetings.” 

CarShareHFX bills itself 
as a green “complement” 
to Metro Transit. 

It costs between $200 
and $350 to join, depend¬ 
ing on the package. 


Members then pay hourly 
rates to use the cars, $9 
during the day and $10 
on evenings and week¬ 
ends. 

Car-sharing companies 
have been cropping up in 
larger Canadian cities like 
Toronto, Montreal and 
Vancouver since the early 
’90s. 

CarShare HFX cars are 
parked onsite at one Glad¬ 
stone Street apartment 
building, where tenants 
get a discount.

Black gold found in New Brunswick

A junior oil and gas compa¬ 
ny headquarted on Spring 
Garden Road struck Texas 
T — oil that is — in New 
Brunswick. 

Corridor Resources Inc. 
was exploring for natural 
gas near Sussex, N.B., 
when it struck oil. 

“We were aware we 
could find oil, but there 


was a better chance we’d 
find natural gas,” said pres¬ 
ident Norman Miller. 

He said the only other 
onshore find in the Mar- 
itimes is a low-producing 
well in Stony Creek south 
of Moncton. It was discov¬ 
ered in 1909. 

Corridor struck oil in Oc¬ 
tober, but didn’t know 
what they had until it was 
cleaned up and tested. 

“Well, we got the answer 
just recently,” Miller said. 


The well produced 59 
barrels of oil per day, just 
naturally flowing. 

The company recently 
shut down the well to in¬ 
stall a pump that will in¬ 
crease production. 

“It’s a lighter oil,” Miller 
said. 

“It’s deeper than the oil 
encountered in Stony 
Creek and a higher quality, 
so we’re hopeful it will be 
quite sizeable.” 

The company plans long¬ 


term testing later this 
month to determine the 
“economic potential” of 
the well. Miller said the 
well should be pumping 
early in the new year. 

Corridor just finished a 
$2.5-million 3D seismic 
survey in the area. The oil 
well discovery — named 
the Caledonia Field — is lo¬ 
cated on the southern 
flank of Elgin Subbasin, 
where Corridor was ex¬ 
ploring.

Cops seek witnesses in 
parking-lot hit-and-run

Police are trying to piece 
together what happened 
to a woman who was 
killed in a Dartmouth 
parking lot. 

She was walking 
through a parking lot on 
Primrose Street at about 9 
p.m. Wednesday night 
when the cab of a tractor- 
trailer pulled out of park¬ 
ing spot. 

It hit the woman then 
continued driving, turning 
onto Primrose Street. It 
then turned right onto Vic¬ 
toria Road. 

Police said yesterday 
they’re unsure if the driver 
of the tractor-trailer even 
knew that the woman was 
hit. 

Witnesses describe it as 
a white tractor-trailer cab 
with chrome “moose 
bars,” which is a protective 
grill, on the front. 


Tips flooded in, but as of 
yesterday afternoon, police 
haven’t found the truck in¬ 
volved. 

The identity of the vic¬ 
tim, a 35-year-old Dart¬ 
mouth woman, was not re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

Police are asking for any 
witnesses or anyone with 
information who hasn’t 
come forward to contact 
them at 490-5016. 

Police also announced 
yesterday there are no 
charges coming in relation 
to another woman’s death 
last month. 

Jaclyn Hennessey, 27, 
was walking on Barrington 
Street and crossing Saclc- 
ville Street on Nov. 17. A 
dump truck turning right 
onto Sackville Street from 
Barrington Street struck 
and killed her. 

Yesterday, Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police said their in¬ 
vestigation has wrapped 
up and they decided not to 
lay any charges.

Remnants of historic 
explosion slip away

Sites that survived the 
1917 Halifax Explosion are 
making way for develop¬ 
ment, but there are 
unmarked remains you 
can see today, if you know 
where to look. 

Metro got a guided tour 
this week from local histori¬ 
an Jim Simpson, who is con¬ 
cerned the city will eventu¬ 
ally buiy all remains of the 
disaster that struck 91 years 
ago Saturday 

The triangle of land be¬ 
tween Veith Street and De¬ 
vonshire Avenue is marked 
by lumpy squares. It’s the 
foundations of three hous¬ 
es flattened by the blast, ex¬ 
plains Simpson. Five mem¬ 
bers of the Stoclcall family 
were killed in the middle 
one. 

“We were thinking of dig¬ 
ging it up a couple of years 
ago, but then I thought no, 
because I don’t want to dig 
somebody’s grave up,” 
Simpson said. Bodies were 
cremated in the fires that

followed the blast and their 
ashes left in the ground. 

Private houses at 3281 
and 3252 Veith St. sit atop 
the foundations of homes 
destroyed in the explosion. 
Walking by today, you can 
still see the old stone. A tree 
that survived the explosion 
stood at Veith and Rich¬ 
mond, but was cut down 
within the last year to make 
way for a condo building. 

The same development 
sits on the ruins of a 
foundry pre-dating 1917. A 
few years ago, Simpson un¬ 
covered a scorched foundry 
wall. 

“The wall burned until 
April of 1918,” Simpson 


said, lamenting that he did¬ 
n’t take a piece of the wall 
for a museum. 

Just down Richmond 
Street at the diy dock is the 
exact site of Pier 6, where 
the Mont Blanc blew up. 
There are no signs of that 
today, but some of the 
wood from the pier is 
stacked inside. There’s no 
public access, though. 

Hidden in the backyard of 
a private house on Roome 
Street and Dartmouth Av¬ 
enue is a wall Simpson be¬ 
lieves holds great historic 
interest. It’s overgrown, but 
clearly visible. 

“It’s the old, original wall 
of the Richmond school,” 
he said, lifting a heavy piece 
of concrete and stone. Two 
students died at the school 
and many more were killed 
on their way to classes. 

“When I started in ’93, I 
was finding everything,” 
Simpson said. “Now (with all 
the construction) they’ve de¬ 
stroyed almost eveiything.”

eration, bom in the 
mid ’60s, I watched 
that decade and the 

_grinding transition 

to the 70s over the shoulders 
of my parents and older sib¬ 
lings. 

Their relationship to 
Richard Nixon — as fervent 
as the tie they had with 
Pierre Trudeau, though usual¬ 
ly for different reasons—was 
one we could only witness, 
though like the Mexican 
blankets and plastic chairs 
that they once used to deco¬ 


rate their homes, we inherit¬ 
ed it as we moved into our 
adult lives. I can’t help but 
compare it to the scene in 
Ang Lee’s movie of Rick 
Moody’s novel The Ice Storm, 
set during the Watergate 
hearings, when Christina Ric¬ 
ci puts on a mbber Nixon 
mask as she makes out with 
Elijah Wood. The confusion 
and trauma on his face is 
priceless. 

The release of Frost/Nixon 
this weekend marks the peak 
of yet another cycle in 
Nixon’s posthumous half-life, 
the ebbing and surging of 
public fascination with the 
man, played in Ron Howard’s 
film by Frank Langella as 
halfway between an imper¬ 
sonation and an interpreta¬ 
tion. 

Sam Rockwell’s portrayal 
of writer James Reston Jr., 
one of the team who helped 


David Frost with his land¬ 
mark four-part televised in¬ 
terview with the disgraced 
president, echoes the betray¬ 
al we saw in our parents and 
especially our older brothers 
and sisters as they confront¬ 
ed Nixon before, during and 
after Watergate. 

I think my generation has 
always been more ambiva¬ 
lent, though no less fascinat¬ 
ed by Nixon, and the film 
connects with our image of 
the “tragic” Nixon when, at 
the end of their verbal battle, 
Langella’s Nixon tells Frost 
that his biggest regret is how 
his betrayal of public trust 
has made politics irre¬ 
deemably compromised and 
corrupt for young people 
from 1973 on. 

It’s a bit disingenuous — 
there have been devastating 
political scandals before, and 
disillusioning young people 


is only marginally less diffi¬ 
cult than getting them to lis¬ 
ten to bad music. 

Just as a hyperbolic ulula- 
tion to transformative 
change peaks, there’s always 
something like this week’s 
parliamentaiy crotch-kicking 
to remind us that getting and 
holding power is often the 
only real policy a politician 
will wholeheartedly em¬ 
brace. 

I don’t know if my Nixon is 
better than the one looming 
over the political imagina¬ 
tion of my older brother and 
sister, but I know I prefer our 
Nixon, betrayed by his own 
ambition and no less human 
for it, to the bogeyman who 
taunted my siblings from his 
ghostly lair in San Clemente.

At this pace, the voter 
turnout rate in 2020 will 
be four people. So some, 
like the provincial Liberals, 
are musing about lowering 
the voting age to 16.

So 
why the rush? I have a 17- 
year-old brother, and un¬ 
less the federal election be¬ 
comes a song on Guitar 
Hero, I don’t trust him 
with our democracy. 

We’re so desperate for 
higher turnouts that P. 
Diddy actually ran a “Vote 
or Die” campaign in the 
2004 American election. 
Look at what we’ve be¬ 
come. We’re acting like 
coke fiends, threatening to 
have Diddy gun you down 


in the street if you don’t 
vote. 

Really, we don’t need 
more voters (easy there, 
Diddy. Let me finish.) What 
we need are more in¬ 
formed voters. It’s better to 
have a 60 per cent knowl¬ 
edgeable electorate voting 
than a 100 per cent close- 
your-eyes-and-marlc-an-X 
turnout. 

Take this week’s drama 
in Parliament. There was a 
lot of ignorance and misin¬ 
formation swirling around.

Israel evicts settlers

Israeli police used tear gas 
and clubs to evict hard¬ 
line Jewish settlers from a 
building in the West Bank 
city of Hebron yesterday, 
igniting a wave of settler 
violence across the Pales¬ 
tinian territory. 

The lightning operation 
by hundreds of policemen 
and soldiers ended in less 
than an hour. 

About 30 settlers suf¬ 
fered light-to-moderate in¬ 
juries, mostly from smoke 
inhalation. Three police¬ 
men were hurt by settlers, 
who threw rocks, chemi¬ 
cals and food at them. 

Angry Jewish settlers, 
some armed, responded by 
setting fire to Palestinian 
cars and property near the 
building. Eight Palestini¬ 
ans were hurt, including 
three from gunshot 
wounds. 

Settler violence quickly 
spread to other areas of 


the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank with security forces 
moving to quell the 
protests. After a few hours 
of protests in Hebron, at 
around midnight, local res¬ 
idents reported clashes 
had largely died down. 


Tensions have been espe¬ 
cially high in the flash¬ 
point city since the Israeli 
High Court on Nov. 16 or¬ 
dered settlers to vacate the 
building they have been 
occupying since March 
2007. REUTERS 


Police's DNA storage 
ruled rights violation 


evidence Britain violated 
the privacy of two people 
by storing their DNA pro¬ 
files, Europe’s human 
rights court ruled yester¬ 
day, a decision that calls in¬ 
to question rules govern¬ 
ing the use of the countiy's 
DNA database. 

British groups campaign¬ 
ing for individual liberties 
immediately demanded a 
change in the law, which 
the government rejected. 

The case centred on a 
boy who was charged with 
attempted robbery and lat¬ 
er acquitted, and a man 


who was charged with ha¬ 
rassing his partner before 
the case was discontinued. 

Both applied for their 
fingerprints and DNA sam¬ 
ples to be destroyed, but 
police kept the informa¬ 
tion on the basis of a law 
allowing them to keep it 
indefinitely. 

The 17 judges ruled 
unanimously that Britain 
had violated the right to 
respect for private life. 
They awarded the two peo¬ 
ple concerned 42,000 eu¬ 
ros in expenses.

Bankruptcies soar 
as economy sinks 


The number of personal 
bankruptcies in Canada 
soared by more than 20 
per cent in October as indi¬ 
viduals came under 
increased pressure from 
deteriorating economic 
conditions, according to a 
report released yesterday. 

The Office of the Super¬ 
intendent of Bankruptcy 
Canada said a total of 9,468 
bankruptcies were filed in 
October by consumers and 
businesses. That represents 
a 7.2 per cent increase 
from September and a 21.1 


per cent jump from the 
same month in 2007. 

According to the report, 
the majority of filings 
came from individual 
Canadians, who saw world 
stock markets plummet 
during October as the glob¬ 
al financial crisis gathered 
momentum. 

The report showed that 
8,972 consumers filed for 
personal bankruptcy, up 
22.8 points from 2007, 
while business bankrupt¬ 
cies totaled 496, down 3.3 
per cent from 2007. reuters

An NFL sellout that isn't really sold out 


A lot of us Canadi¬ 
ans, it turns out, 
aren’t suckers. 
We’re not idiots. 
We’re not will¬ 
ing to pay outrageous, ab¬ 
surd prices for an NFL 
game just because it’ll be 
the first regular-season 
one on Canadian soil. 

Clearly, fans have said 
no to the NFL’s historic 
tilt at the Rogers Centre 
on Sunday afternoon and 
will either be leaving a 
considerable number of 
seats empty or paying 
more reasonable amounts 
for tickets than the 
game’s organizers initial¬ 
ly sought. In fact, visitors 
to websites such as 
craigslist.ca or lcijiji.ca 
will find they can pur¬ 
chase tickets at half the 
original asking prices for 



non-VIP seats, which 
ranged from $110 to 
$350. 

Oh, technically, the 
game’s a sellout. Organiz¬ 
ers with the Rogers corpo¬ 
ration claimed almost all 
remaining tickets yester¬ 
day, I’m told, thus ensur¬ 
ing a theoretical sellout 
and eliminating any pos¬ 
sibility of a local televi¬ 
sion blackout of the 
match between the Buffa¬ 
lo Bills and Miami Dol¬ 
phins. 


But, “If you wait till 
Sunday morning (to 
check web sites), I’m sure 
tickets will be going for 
even less than half price,” 
said Gus Lambrinalcos, co- 
operator of the Ultimate 
Touch Football League in 
Toronto and the owner of 
season-ticket subscrip¬ 
tions for nine NFL teams. 

“I mean, you’re talking 
about Buffalo and Miami, 
not the Super Bowl. Peo¬ 
ple aren’t stupid. They 
(organizers) overestimat¬ 
ed the public. They 
thought they’d be well re¬ 
ceived but they’re getting 
a rude awakening.” 

Lambrinalcos himself 
purchased several end- 
zone tickets for Sunday’s 
game at $140 each a few 
months ago but, because 
of his distaste for the NFL 


exhibition game at the 
Rogers Centre in August, 
he sold his seats for a 
slight profit and instead 
will be in New Jersey Sun¬ 
day to watch the Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles visit the New 
York Giants. 

For that game, Lambri- 
nalcos paid $110 U.S. for a 
seat on the 30-yard line.

Yesterday was a good- 
news, bad-news kind of 
day for supporters of uni¬ 
versity athletics in Nova 
Scotia. 

Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport officially announced 
that Atlantic University 
Sport has won back the an¬ 
nual men’s basketball 
championship in 2011 and 
2012, rubber-stamping the 
only bid it had received for 
the tournament. 

The Final 8 will return to 
the Metro Centre, where it 
was held for 24 years before 
moving to Carleton in 
March. 

Meanwhile, the 2011 and 
2012 men’s hockey champi¬ 
onships went to the Univer¬ 
sity of New Brunswick, 
which beat out a Dalhousie 
bid that featured 2,000 pre¬ 
sold ticket packages. 

“It’s not a big surprise,” 
said AUS president Phil 
Currie of the Final 8 deci¬ 
sion. “For Nova Scotia, it’s 
bringing back a traditional 
event that was here for a 
very long time.” 

As the only bidder, the 
AUS tried to lower the fi¬ 
nancial guarantee it initial¬ 


ly promised but was denied 
by the CIS. 

But at the end of the day, 
it was, in part, the Final 8 
that sank Dalhousie’s bid 
for the University Cup. 
With the pre-sold ticket 
packages and the 10,500- 
seat Metro Centre, Dal felt 
it had the edge on New 
Brunswick, which has a 
3,700-seat facility and al¬ 
ready hosted the event in 
2003 and 2004. But the CIS 
didn’t want to overload one 


city with too many events 
at once, risking fan and vol¬ 
unteer fatigue. 

“All of the (bid elements) 
were more or less equal, so 
(the Final 8) became a tip¬ 
ping point,” said CIS chief 
executive officer Marg Mc¬ 
Gregor. “It wasn’t exclusive¬ 
ly the Final 8. It was the 
Canada Games (being host¬ 
ed in Nova Scotia in 2011), 
the AUS Final 6 (basketball) 
and the CIS Final 8. Taken 
together, it played a role in 


the committee’s thinking.” 

The announcement came 
as a crushing blow to Dal. 

“We thought that with 
the pre-sale campaign and 
the success of it, we showed 
we could support both 
events, but I guess the CIS 
didn’t see it that way,” said 
Kevin Tobin, who headed 
Dalhousie’s bid committee. 
“What’s disappointing is 
we were told there’s noth¬ 
ing more we could have 
done.”

Keanu Reeves has an 
incredible presence, invit¬ 
ing, sophisticated and 
sure of himself.

Congratulations, you 
manage to come 
across as a scary 
alien without any overacting 
or weird physical traits. 

Thank you. It was 
scary to play an 
alien because it has 
to be believable. So I’m 
glad that you went along 
with the story. I 
approached it like any 
other role. I was trying to 
figure out what did the 




alien want, who was it, 
how does it exist. And I 
just came up with ideas 
for that and tried to play 
the role. 


Did you watch the 
original? 


Yeah, sure. But this 
version of the film, 
and specifically 
Klaatu, the character that 
I play, is very different... 
In the original, the alien 
comes to Earth and, in a 
way, he’s more human 
than humans. He has a 
very soft, personable, 
friendly disposition, and 
in my interpretation — or 
in terms of this story’s in¬ 
terpretation, that’s not 
the case. He’s much more 
objective and distant and 
perhaps a little more cold.

The original was 
more about 
violence and the ex¬ 
pansion of violence. The 
alien came and said, “If you 
continue with this violent 
path, we will be more vio¬ 


lent than you.” So there 
was kind of a threat there. 
If that’s violence, I don’t 
know. In this film, I guess 
it’s ecology. I guess the hu¬ 
man character. The film 
says we are at a crossroads 



with our planet. We, as a 
human species, are having 
such an adverse impact on 
the planet that either we’re 
going to die or the planet’s 
going to die. And if the 
Earth dies, we die. But if 
you die, the Earth survives. 
My character is here to 
make a judgment on the 
human species and comes 
to learn and believe that at 
this crossroads, at this tip¬ 
ping point, human beings 
can change, that we will be 
able to survive ourselves 
and hopefully some other 
species on the planet. 

Do you think there’s 
a political message, 
especially when 
Kathy Bates’ character says, 
“You don’t talk to the U.N. 
You talk to us’’? 

Yeah, it’s a multi¬ 
layered film and I 
think part of it is 
the representation in the 
beginning that America is 
aggressive, and when it’s 
confronted by something 
unknown reacts 
aggressively. The stoiy we 




tell is that maybe that’s 
not the best way to be. 

Does it resonate with 
what’s happening to¬ 
day? 

Yeah. It’s an issue 
that people are 
thinking about... 
hopefully the film will be 
part of the solution. 

Do you think that 
movies and art in 
general can help 
people change or raise 
awareness? 

Yeah, I hope so. I 
think it’s part of a 
dialogue. I think 
it’s on a lot of people’s 
minds ... the impact that 
humans are having on the 
planet.

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A fireball, but no aliens in the Prairies 



ecently a giant me¬ 
teor lit up the 
Canadian prairie 
sky. “It was really 
bright. We weren’t 
really sure what happened 
... got up to look out the 
window, and all of a sud¬ 
den, we heard this rum¬ 
bling,” said one witness. 

If this happened in a 
movie a nerdy lab-coated 
scientist would say some¬ 
thing like, “No telling what 
kind of meteor it is or what 
goes on inside of it ... it’s 
been gathering the secrets 
of time and space for bil¬ 
lions of years,” before giant 
bugs or aliens hatch from 
the mysterious rock, bring¬ 
ing intergalactic mayhem 
with them. 

Next week a massive fire¬ 
ball will bring Keanu 
Reeves crashing to earth in 
The Day the Earth Stood 


Still, a remake of the 1951 
sci-fi classic. In it he plays 
Klaatu, an ambassador 
from an extraterrestrial 
confederation who arrives 
with a simple message for 
the people of the third 
rock from the sun, “If the 
Earth dies, you die. If you 
die, the Earth survives.” 

All in all fireballs are usu¬ 
ally bad news. 

Remember Cloverfield? 
After a burst of light from 
the sky illuminated lower 
Manhattan a colossal crea¬ 
ture resembling a giant 
sweaty salamander with 
the mumps laid waste to 
the city. 

In The Day of the Triffids 
meteors do double dastard¬ 
ly duty. First a colorful me¬ 
teor shower attracts world¬ 
wide attention, but the 
light from the shower ren¬ 
ders most of Earth’s popu¬ 
lation blind. Next spores 
from the meteors turn into 
plant-lilce space aliens. 
That development leads to 
my favorite ever line in a 
meteor movie. 

“Keep behind me,” says 
hero Tony Goodwin. 
“There’s no sense in get¬ 
ting killed by a plant.” 


Movie meteors aren’t al¬ 
ways bad, however. Robert 
Townsend wrote, directed 
and starred in Meteor Man 
about a meek Washington, 
D.C., teacher who develops 
superpowers after being 
hit by a glowing green me¬ 
teor. Using his newly found 
abilities he cleans up the 
streets after a drug lord 
moves into his neighbour¬ 
hood. 

So far there haven’t been 
any reports from the 
prairies of alien spores, su¬ 
per human behaviour or gi¬ 
ant beasts terrorizing Bran¬ 
don, Man., but if movie sci¬ 
ence is to be believed, any¬ 
thing is possible. 

According to Paul Frees 
in The Monolith Monsters 
you never know when the 
meteor will make itself 
known. “Meteors!” he says. 
“Another strange calling 
card from the limitless re¬ 
gions of space — its sub¬ 
stance unknown, its se¬ 
crets unexplored. The me¬ 
teor lies dormant in the 
night — waiting!”

Synecdoche, New York gets lost

New York, screenwriter 
Charlie Kaufman (Being 
John Mallcovich, Adapta¬ 
tion, Eternal Sunshine of 
the Spotless Mind), whose 
specialty is abstract absur¬ 
dism, makes his directing 
debut trying to blur the 
line between art and life. 

He blurs more than he 
clarifies, but the picture is 
still a fascinating failure. 

Playwright Caden Co- 
tard (Philip Seymour Hoff¬ 
man) works for a regional 
theatre company in Sch¬ 
enectady, N.Y. 

Meanwhile, his mar¬ 
riage to Adele (Catherine 
Keener) is falling apart — 
simultaneous to his pro¬ 
duction of Arthur Miller’s 
Death of a Salesman. 

In response to the heat¬ 


ed crisis on the home 
front, Cotard mounts an 
epic theatrical construct 

— a synecdoche of his life 

— where every character 
and place he conceives 
symbolizes his entire be¬ 
ing. 

For about the first half- 
hour, Kaufman is able to 
comically capture the psy¬ 
chological craclcup of 
those obsessed artists who 
fear that if their art isn’t 
going smoothly, then their 
life must also be heading 
for the gutter. 

But when Caden at¬ 
tempts to resolve his neu¬ 
rosis through this bur¬ 
geoning dramatic con¬ 
struct — where city blocks 


seem to contain every 
facet of his life — Kauf¬ 
man’s idea quickly runs 
out of steam. 

Initially the performers, 
Hoffman, Keener, Sadie 
Goldstein (as their preco¬ 
cious daughter, Olive), 
and Samantha Morton (as 
one of his lovers) help an¬ 
chor the story by illumi¬ 
nating how life’s follies 
can’t be so easily con¬ 
trolled, or resolved. 

But Kaufman becomes 
self-congratulatory about 
his conceit and ultimate¬ 
ly we get lost in the nar¬ 
rative labyrinth. 

Synecdoche, New York 
inevitably swallows its 
own tail.

Beyond being an impres¬ 
sive piece of storytelling, 
Gus Van Sant’s Milk is an 
important film because it 
dramatizes the life of the 
one of the most underap¬ 
preciated political figures 
of the 1970s. 

Harvey Milk was the first 
openly gay man elected to 
political office in America, 
breaking what seemed like 
an insurmountable barrier. 

“Harvey’s contribution in 
the gay movement was 
enormous,” said Vancou¬ 
ver’s Tim Stevenson, who 
holds the dual honour of 
being Canada’s first openly 
gay provincial cabinet min¬ 
ister and an ordained min¬ 
ister. 

“He was way ahead of his 
time,” said the former B.C. 
minister of employment 
and investment. “He led 
the way for many other 
politicians who I think at 
that time didn’t consider it 
a possibility to be openly 
gay and elected.” 

Stevenson has been in¬ 
volved with the gay libera¬ 
tion movement for more 
than 30 years and is quick 
to acknowledge that, “Har-

vey was one of my main in¬ 
fluences. 

“When I started in the 
’70s it didn’t look even re¬ 
motely possible that I could 
be ordained in a church, let 
alone become a politician, 
let alone become a cabinet 
minister. We didn’t even 
think of that. We’re at a 
place now where you can 
basically achieve what you 
want to achieve.” 

But like many political 
figures in the gay commu¬ 
nity, Stevenson is worried 
that younger generations 
don’t appreciate the sacri¬ 
fices and achievements of 
trailblazers like Harvey 
Milk, who helped create 
the current political cli¬ 
mate of tolerance. 

“He really is a martyr for 
the liberation movement. 
That’s why I’m particularly 
pleased to see a movie like 
this coming out because it

will help people remember. 
I think it’s essential that 
gay, lesbian, and transgen¬ 
der people know our histo¬ 
ry and understand how we 
got to where we are. 

“It didn’t happen without 
a lot of pain, a lot of suffer¬ 
ing and death. We forget 
our own history to our 
peril.” 

Stevenson isn’t the only 
person who feels this way. 
In fact, it was the primary 
motivation of many of the 
people involved in making 
Milk — like screenwriter 
Dustin Lance Black. 

“The movie will be help¬ 
ful for the gay community 
as an education piece,” 
Black said, “I think it will 
also be really helpful for 
the gay leadership to see 
how it’s done.” 

Milk makes its way into 
city theatres next Friday.

Office scores touchdown 

NBC series tackles coveted post-Super Bowl spot next year

NBC’s hit comedy The Of¬ 
fice will get the coveted 
post-Super Bowl spot next 
year, while the new drama 
Kings will take over for ER 
on Thursday nights after 
the long-running medical 
drama airs its series finale. 

The post-Bowl position is 
considered the most valu¬ 
able piece of programming 
real estate on television, ex¬ 
posing a series to tens of 
millions of viewers. NBC 
will air a special one-hour 
episode of its Emmy-win- 
ning comedy after the game 
concludes Feb. 1. 

“The Office is a perfect fit 
for after the Super Bowl,” 
NBC scheduling chief Mitch 
Metcalf said. “It’s going to 
be a hilariously funny hour, 
and I think people will be in 
the mood to laugh after the 
big game.” 

With NBC’s ratings se¬ 
verely depressed this fall, 
the Super Bowl telecast 
presents a valuable oppor¬ 
tunity to bring viewers back 
to the network. NBC had 


the choice of several op¬ 
tions for the post-Bowl spot, 
including launching Kings, 
relaunching the new vol¬ 


ume of Heroes or premier¬ 
ing the new edition of 
Celebrity Apprentice. 

“You just don’t want 


| something that’s too heavy, 
| and some of the best per- 
o formances after the Super 
Bowl have been comedies,” 
Metcalf said. “This could 
bring a whole new audience 
to the show.” 

The decision was part of a 
flurry of NBC scheduling 
announcements made 
Wednesday, including an 
early season-finale date for 
Knight Rider. The action 
drama will conclude Feb. 
25, with the show halting 
production after 17 
episodes. The network has 
said it plans to overhaul the 
show, with format changes 
still to air in the coming 
weeks, but the episode cut¬ 
back suggests there is little 
expectation that a revamp 
will reverse the Wednesday 
night drama’s ratings de¬ 
cline. 

NBC also said it will ex¬ 
pand Apprentice to two 
hours, with episodes airing 
Sunday nights beginning 
March 1 at 9 p.m.
